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SEE FROM PRESS REPORTS that 

Eugene Dennis, my former mentor in 
the Communist Party . . . the man who 
recruited me into the organization in 
1936, and gave me the alias JOHN 
KEATS, has been sentenced to prison. 


By an interesting paradox, six of the 
twelve Washington jurors who found 
Dennis guilty, were negroes. 


This must have been a hard blow, be- 
cause the Communist Party — of which 
he is General Secretary, has for years 
concentrated their propaganda upon the 
negro population of the United States. 


We were told in Party circles that the 
negro was to be robbed of his religion 
. . . organized into shock troops to do 
the dirty work, and bear the brunt of 
the street fighting, when the revolution 
came... and to be encouraged toward 
acts of violence, particularly rape, as 
the Nation became more and more 
sovietized by propaganda. 


Sheer duplicity prompts the Party to 
choose a negro to run for Vice President, 
from time to time, on the Communist 
ticket. I know what the leaders really 
think of the black race! 


Considerable progress has been made 
in generating hatred for Christianity and 
democratic government among negroes.

The winter of 1936 and ‘37 was a mo- 
mentous period for the international 
Communist Party.

A place was made on every agenda, 
of Party meetings in the United States, 
for the discussion of Spain. Official 
Washington approved the procedure. 
The Germans gained the everlasting ani- 
mosity of President Roosevelt when they 
sent armed forces to help on the side of 
Franco. 


Every comrade had to take a physical 
examination, by a Party doctor, to de- 
termine whether he was fit for military 
service overseas. This confirms my 
statement in an earlier Defender article 
—that the Communist Party is NOT A 
PARTY. It is rather, an underground, 
revolutionary army, representing a for- 
eign power. 


Dennis instructed me, and other mem- 
bers of the Milwaukee branch, that in 
the event of being sent to Spain, we 
were to learn every method of street 
fighting, to qualify as officers when the 
revolution would break in our Ameri- 
can cities. 


Thousands of American comrades 
were assigned to duty in Spain, with 
the two International Divisions — the 
Abraham Lincoln Brigade and _ the 
George Washington Brigade. 


During this period, a change took 
place in the Party leadership of Wiscon- 
sine JOE STALIN PERSONALLY 
ORDERED DENNIS TO SPAIN, WITH 
INSTRUCTIONS TO SEND HIS REPORTS

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Propel Messages for Our Times

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FREQUENTLY HAPPENS that a 
prophet is not appreciated until after 
he dies. His preaching probes the con- 
science. Such a message is seldom 
popular. 


When a generation has to choose be- 
tween its prophets and its sins, it usual- 
ly prefers to go on sinning. 


The prophet is stoned today. A monu- 
ment is erected to his memory tomor- 
row. 


Consider the experience of Jeremiah. 
He is the weeping prophet of the Old 
Testament. One of his bitterest trials is 
recorded in the twenty-eighth chapter of 
his book. 


He walked the streets of Jerusalem cry- 
ing out against the sins of the people. 
Baal worship had swept the kingdom. 
Altars to heathen gods had been erected. 
Groves for licentious and pagan prac- 
tices were established in thickly popu- 
lated areas. Mass immorality was 
sweeping the nation. 


Religious leaders had apostatized. 
Political leaders were corrupt. Only a 
revival offered any hope. And this was 
the prophet’s secret. Jeremiah needed 
to be heard. He had a special task to 
perform. 


He walked through the streets .. . 
tebuking, pleading, condemning, ad- 
monishing. He thundered denunciations 
against sin, vice, crime, apostasy and 
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above everything else, a moral and 
spiritual awakening. 


Jeremiah did his best. He was {faith- 
ful to the prophetic office. He gave his 
message. 


And, as a result, he soon found him- 
self in serious trouble. 


Accused of Sedition 


He was accused of creating discord. 
Enemies said he was stirring up strife 
among the people. A group of poli- 
ticians organized to destroy him. They 
pictured the holy man as an enemy of 





corruption in high places. He wanted, 


the country. They accused him of 
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sedition. He was charged with inter- 
fering with the morale of the armed 
forces. 


“Therefore the princes said unto the 
king, We beseech thee, let this man be 
put to death: for thus HE WEAKENETH 
THE HAND OF THE MEN OF WAR.” 


They also accused him of interfering 
with the public good. “For this man 
seeketh not the welfare of this people, 
but the hurt.” 


Jeremiah was indicted, arrested and 
convicted. The day came when he was 
lowered into a dungeon. The record 
says his body “sunk in the mire.” 


“They let down Jeremiah with cords.” 
He was left to die. 


But a man who entertained respect for 
the prophetic office called on king Zede- 
kiah and reported what had transpired. 
Thirty men were immediately dispatched 
to the scene. A rescue was effected. 


Jeremiah was ordered to the royal 
palace. The king called him aside for 
a personal interview. 


The prophet told the ruler that his for- 
eign policies were wrong. To form an 
alliance with Egypt against Babylon 
would invite disaster. Yet the court 
was headed in that direction. 


Zedekiah understood the danger. But 
he had a Jewish problem on his hands 
that forced him to act against the best 
interests of the nation. 
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The conversation came to a close. The 
prophet was pledged to secrecy. “And 
Zedekiah the king said unto Jeremiah, 
I AM AFRAID OF THE JEWS.” 


_ A secret deal was made with Egypt. 
Babylon learned what had happened. 
Nebuchadnezzar launched an attack ex- 
actly as the prophet had warned. It was 
perhaps the most. terrible siege in the 
annals of ancient warfare. 








Jerusalem was completely destroyed. 
The temple was raided. The sacred 
golden vessels of the holy place were 
stolen. The king’s eyes were burned 
out. His close kin and counsellors were 
put to death. The people were taken 
into Babylonian captivity. 


Ironically, the record states that, 
“JEREMIAH WAS THERE WHEN JERU- 
SALEM WAS TAKEN.” 


The prophet could have said: “I told 
you so.” But such an attitude, on his 
part, would not have helped the situa- 
tion. How much better, if people would 
listen to the prophets, revise their 
courses, and act in time! 


Modern Prophets 


There are prophets today, the same 
as in ancient times. They are good and 
courageous men who know what is best 
for their generation. Being men of prayer, 
their consciences are sensitive. They 
possess spiritual discernment. They are 
nauseated by the sights around them. 


These prophets of the twentieth cen- 
tury are crying out against Modernism, 
Communism, New Dealism, liquor, vice, 
crime and immorality. They oppose 
the current sins that are debauching the 
greatest nation on the face of the earth. 


They are patriotic men. They love 
their Churches. They love their Country 
and its democratic institutions. They 
know that a revival of supernatural re- 
ligion, to save precious souls and re- 
build the national character, is a neces- 
sity in the present crucial hour. 





These men are being smeared, 
maligned and falsely accused. Books 
loaded with lies are being written 
against them. They have been accused 
of sedition. Some have been arrested 
on this charge. 


But these American prophets cannot 
stop, any more than Jeremiah could 
stop! The fire of God burns in their 
souls. They hate Baal. They are the 
custodians of the nation’s soul. 


Names could be named. The roll 
could be called. Some of the names 
have been smeared almost beyond 
recognition. It is customary to stone the 
prophets. 


The greatest of all prophets sat one 
evening, overlooking a city, and said: 


“O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that 
killest the prophets, and stonest them 
which are sent unto thee, how often 
would I have gathered thy children to- 
gether, even as a hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wings, and ye would 
not! Behold, your house is left unto you 
desolate.” 


Daniel’s Prophecies 


We shall now turn to the second and 
seventh chapters of Daniel. These two 
passages synchronize. They blend to 
tell the same story of the future. 


They sketch, in advance, the rise and 
fall of the great world empires. The 
course of pre-written history, thus re- 
corded, runs from ancient Babylon down 
to the times in which we live. Then these 
two prophecies trace the progress of 
human government into the future, cul- 
minating with the return of Jesus Christ. 


Inspiration employed word pictures, 
revealed through visions, to set up this 
prophetic time-table. 


The second chapter of Daniel used the 
figure of a metallic man composed of 
five metals, to unveil the future. The 
seventh chapter used five beasts for the 
same purpose. 


Visualize the man of the second chap- 
ter. He had a head of gold, breast of 
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silver, thighs of brass, legs of iron and 
feet of iron and clay. 


Visualize the beasts of the seventh 
chapter. The first was a lion with eagle's 
wings. The second was a bear gnawing 
three ribs. The third was a leopard 
with four wings and four heads. The 
fourth was a nondescript beast, pos- 
sessing iron teeth and ten horns. The 
fifth was the fourth revived but domi- 
nated by a little horn. 


These prophecies, properly studied in 
the twentieth century, become a text- 
book on history. 


The head of gold and the lion with 
eagle’s wings represent ancient Baby- 
lon, the first world empire. Babylon 
reached its zenith under Nebuchad- 
nezzar. 


This king had a dream. It troubled 
him. He could not bring it back to con- 
sciousness. All efforts to refresh his 
memory failed. 


Daniel, the persecuted prophet, was 
brought from prison into the presence of 
the monarch. He told Nebuchadnezzar 
what he dreamed and gave him the in- 
terpretation. 


“Thou art this head of gold.” said 
Daniel. 


Then he prophecied that Babylon 
would go down. Thereupon a second 
empire could be expected to rise, rep- 
resented by the breast of silver. 


The passing of the second was also 
announced. This was to be followed 
by the appearance of a third, noted in 
the thighs of brass. 


The third was predicted to disappear. 
The fourth.was symbolized by legs of 
iron. 


With the passing of the fourth, the na- 
tions were scheduled to move down into 
the feet of iron and clay. 


Finally, Daniel reminded Nebuchad- 
nezzar that he had seen a stone, not 
made with hands, carved out of a moun- 
tain. It smote the feet of iron and clay. 
The image, representing human gov- 
ernment, collapsed. 


The five metals were dissolved. They 
became as chaff and blew away. The 
stone increased until it became a moun- 
tain that filled the earth. 
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A Tragic End 


In the days of Nebuchadnezzar Baby- 
lon was surrounded by a wall 60 miles 
in circumference, 350 feet high, 87 feet 
in diameter and wide enough on top to 
drive chariots six abreast. 


The Euphrates river flowed under the 
walls and across the city between banks 
of marble. The streets were 150 feet 
wide. Twenty-five beautiful avenues 
ran north and south and 25 east and 
west. This made a total of 676 large 
squares inside the city walls. 


The principal streets ended at huge 
gates covered with brass leaves. When 
these were opened and closed, with the 
tising and setting of the Sun, historians 
say they shone like “leaves of flame.” 


The two main palaces were connected 
by a tube under the Euphrates river bed. 
Eight towers blending into one, com- 
prised the great Tower of Bel. It stood 
660 feet high. At the top were articles 
of pagan worship made of gold, the cur. 
rent value of which would be approx- 
imately 200-million dollars. 


Nebuchadnezzar’s wife came from a 
mountainous country. He wished her to 
feel at home. So he built artificial moun- 
tains inside the city, called Hanging 
Gardens. Classical writers refer to them 
as one of the Seven Wonders of the 
World. 


Archaeologists have excavated 
plaques in the ruins of old Babylon con- 
taining figures of lions with eagle’s 
wings. I have seen such carvings in 
the museums of Europe. 


Daniel told Nebuchadnezzar that beau- 
tiful Babylon would be destroyed. The 
head of gold would fall from the image. 
The lion with eagle’s wings would per- 
ish. This prophecy finds its counter- 
part in Babylonian history. 


Nebuchadnezzar’s grandson, Belshaz- 
zar, ascended to the throne. He pro- 
ceeded to tear down what his grand- 
father had built. Babylon became weak, 
morally and physically, under his reign. 


Belshazzar announced a festival. He 
sent chariots to the ends of the earth in 
search of rare foods. The banqueting 
hall was a. place of wonder. The ceil- 
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ing was painted to resemble the starry 
heavens. 


Lights flashed through shades of gold 
and silver. The floor was made of 


“marble. Fountains threw crystal sprays 


into the air. The atmosphere was foggy 
with perfumes. Concealed orchestras 
supplied the music. 


Tables ,groaned under the weight of 
choice foods and liquors. 


Suddenly, a hush settled upon the 
revelers. A hand reached out of the 
semi-darkness and wrote on the wall, 
“MENE, MENE, TEKEL, UPHARSIN.” 


“Thou art weighed in the balances, 
and art found wanting.” 


It was only a matter of hours until the 
tramp of soldier’s feet was heard out- 
side. The Medes and Persians soon 
swarmed around the palace like bees 
near a hive. They swept into the ban- 
queting hall. Belshazzar was killed dur- 
ing the massacre. 


What had happened? No invader 
could scale the walls. No invader could 
pass through the walls. 


The Medes and Persians had been 
making excavations outside the city 
for some time. They dug an artificial 
lake. At a given moment, the Euphrates 
was diverted from its course and turned 
into the lake. This dried up the river 
bed. The invaders marched under the 
city walls. 


The head of gold went down. The 
lion with eagle’s wings was destroyed. 
The first segment of Daniel's prophecy 
became history. The second world king- 
dom represented by the breast of silver, 
rose — the Medo-Persian empire. 


Prophecy Becomes 
History 


The seventh chapter of Daniel de- 
scribes the Medo-Persian empire as “an- 
other beast, a second, like to a bear.” 


It paid its debt to history and passed 
off the scenes in fulfillment of the sec- 
ond division of the prophecy. Thereupon 
the third, ancient Greece, took the as- 
cendancy. This was anticipated by 
the thighs of brass and the leopard mon- 
strosity. 
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Alexander headed the armed forces 
of the Grecian empire. He subdued 
Syria, Palestine, Egypt and Babylon. His 
troops advanced as far as the borders of 
India. Then he died suddenly after a 
night of carousal, Following his death, 
the empire broke into four divisions, 
under the leadership of the four prin- 
cipal remaining generals. The leopard 
had four wings and four heads. 








The thighs of brass, in Daniel 2 and 
the leopard of Daniel 7, went down. 
This fulfilled the third section of Daniel's 
prophecy. 


The Roman Empire followed Greece 
as the fourth world empire. This beast 
was described as having “great iron 
teeth,” in anticipation of the “iron legions 
of ancient Rome.” 


Roman eagles flew in all directions. 
The fragments of the Grecian empire 
were conquered one after another. The 
time finally came when Roman em- 
perors dominated the entire known 
world. 


Then the empire split into two di- 
visions with one headquarters at Rome 
and the other in Constantinople. These 
two divisions fulfilled that part of the 
prophecy set forth by the two legs of 
Daniel's image. 


The principle of Roman imperialism 
has never ceased to exist. The spirit 
of the Caesars has been manifested in 
every one of the dictatorships that has 
since been estabished in the countries 
of Europe. On the other hand, the Ro- 
man Senate has made a contribution to 
all subsequent democracies. 


The same is true in the realm of re. 
ligion. The Holy Roman Empire came 
into existence in the year 800 A. D. and 
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survived the wear and tear of many 
centuries. 








In other words, the Roman beast be- 
came a world beast. 


The iron of the legs extended all the 
way to the bottom of the image’s feet. 
The lowest extremities of the metallic 
man were composed in part of iron. 


Last Beast Destroyed 


The final world system, represented 
by the last beast of the seventh chap- 
ter of Daniel, will be international in 
scope. It will correspond to the feet of 
the image. 


One man, identified as the Antichrist 
will be the brain of the octopus. Daniel 
describes him as a “little horn” rising on 
the head of the ten-horned beast. 


d 





“I considered the horns, and behold, 
there came up among them another 
little horn, before whom there were three 
of the first horns plucked up by the 
roots: and, behold, in this horn were 
eyes like the eyes of man, and a mouth 
speaking great things.” 


This is the same beast described in 
Revelation 13:2 as being part leopard, 
bear and lion, animated by Satan the 
dragon. Each of the past empires, 
Greece, Medo-Persia and Babylon, con- 
tributed something to the revived Roman 
beast system. 


Daniel explained that human ,govern- 
ment in its final stages would be re- 
placed by a new kingdom, theocratic in 
character. 


The original vision portrayed a stone 
as smiting the feet of iron and clay and 
eventually filling the whole earth. This 
refers to the premillennial return of 








Christ and the inauguration of the golden 
age. But human government must first 
run its course and exhaust itself. 


The falling of the stone in the sec. 
ond chapter, parallels the appearance of 
the “Son of man with the clouds of 
heaven” in the seventh chapter. 


“I saw in the night visions, and, be- 
hold, one like the Son of man came with 
the clouds of heaven, and came to the 
Ancient of days, and they brought him 
near before him. And there was given 
him dominion, and glory, and a king- 
dom, that ali people, nations, and lan- 
guages, should serve him: his dominion 
is an everlasting dominion, which shall 
not pass away, and his kingdom that 
which shall not be destroyed.” 


Climactic events are ahead. The out- 
come is made known in prophetical 
Scripture. 
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CONVERSION of my grandfather 

from Hinduism in the year 1858 came 

as a triumph for Christianity at a time 

when Christ's Cause in India, was faced 

with almost unsurmountable difficulties. 

He was a man of influence. Not many 

of his type were being won those days 
by the preaching of the Gospel. 


My father followed in his footsteps. 
It therefore seemed quite natural for us 
grandchildren to walk with the Lord. I 
humbly thank God for the spiritual en- 
lightenment that came into our family 
line. 

Many missionaries, of various denomi- 
nations, have paid tribute to the labors 
of my father, the late Reverend J. D. 
Nelson, whose ministerial and evan- 
gelistic work took him throughout North 
India. 


It may be said of him, like Paul of 
old, that he fought a good fight and kept 
the faith. He finished his course sud- 
denly, at the completion of forty con- 
secutive years of active service for 


Christ. 


After the morning devotional service 
on August 15, 1940, he passed on peace- 
fully and triumphantly, without a single 
hour of illness. He left one daughter 
and six sons, of whom I am the fourth. 
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He won thousands of Indian souls for 
Christ, built Churches, trained new mis- 
sionaries, taught the language to Chris- 
tian workers, and contributed much to 
enlightening India through the power of 
Gospel truth. 


My father and mother endured great 





hardships and suffered untold priva- 
tions for Christ’s sake. It was difficult 
for them to support, feed and clothe our 
large family. His remuneration for 
preaching was meager during my child- 
hood days. The pangs of hunger often 
gripped members of the family circle. 


But the faith of my parents never wav- 
ered. My mother was a Godly woman, 
who devoted her life largely to inter- 
cessory prayer and personal evangel- 
ism. She spent her days going from 
house to house, telling people about 
Jesus, praying for the sorrowing, pre- 
senting the claims of the Gospel to the 
unsaved, encouraging believers and 
helping the poor. 


Frequently the amount of my father’s 
salary, for a month, would be the equiv- 
alent to only a very few American dol- 
lars. I have often seen both father and 
mother pretend they were not hungry, 
so the small quantity of food on hands, 
could be distributed among us children. 


Yes, there are people in India who 
willingly suffer and sacrifice for the 
Cause of Christ. Once an Indian en- 
ters into the joys of salvation, no price is 
too dear for him to pay. He quickly 
grasps the content of the Gospel mes- 
sage and clings to it tenaciously. Sut- 
fering only drives him closer to Christ. 

















Christian Progress 
In India 


ISSIONARIES and native Christians 

have always had an uphill task in 
India. The momentum of centuries of 
heathenism has been against them. I 
have often seen my father, and those 
who worked with him, discouraged and 
depressed. 


But nothwithstanding handicaps, bar- 
riers and burdens, the missionary cause 
in India has much to show for its efforts. 
Mission boards in the United States and 
England have sent mighty men of God, 
true heroes of the Cross, out to my Coun- 
try. Eternity alone will reveal the fruits 
of their labors. 


There are approximately 400 million 
people in India. Of this number, 8 mil- 
lion are professing Christians. We are 
therefore a minority group. Practically 
all denominations, known on both sides 
oi the Atlantic Ocean, are represented in 
our ranks. Church buildings, mission sta- 
tions, schools and hospitals have been 
established. The contribution that Chris- 
tianity has made to the social, moral and 
spiritual well-being of India cannot be 
calculated. 


Some of the churches are cold, for- 
mal, spiritually dead and sterile. Others 
are active, energetic and creative. All 
started out, originally, with a clear-cut 
message that exalted Christ as the 
divine Son of God. There were, of 
course, various shades of doctrinal in- 
terpretation and differences of opinion, 
regarding ordinances. But as far as basic 
tenets were concerned, the message was 
the same. 


We have since witnessed a tragic 
change in our Church circles. Ecclesias- 
tical liberals have introduced negative 
attitudes and spread confusion among 
native Christians. While Modernism and 
the so-called Social Gospel have made 
pretentious , claims, the practical result 
has been to create discord and destroy 
the faith of believers. 


“Behold, a sower went forth to sow 
-.. and some seeds fell among thorns; 
and the thorns sprung up, and choked 
them.” 


But, thank God, it is also true that 
other seed “fell into good ground, and 
brought forth fruit, some an hundredfold, 
some sixtyfold, some thirtyfold.” 


The 8 million Christians of India have 
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an organization called the “Indian Chris- 
tian League,” presided over by an ex- 
ecutive Council consisting of fourteen 
members. These members are chosen 
by various denominations. 


I was President of the “Indian Chris- 
tian League” for two years—1938 and 
1940. I continued active in the organiza- 
tion up to the time of leaving India 
early this year to complete my minis- 
terial and evangelistic training. 


One of my brothers is a member of 
the Council at the present time. He is 
also the Pastor of a Church in our home 
city, Delhi. This congregation was esta- 
blished by Rev. Kenneth Wine, a faith- 
ful and devoted missionary. 


When my sister and I left for school 
in America, the Executive Council ap- 
pointed us to represent India’s Chris- 
tians to the people of the United States. 
This is the one reason why I am writing 
the present series of articles in THE 
DEFENDER. 


Christianity’s Crucial 
Test 


| emo IS PASSING through a transi- 
tional period. What does the future 
hold for Christianity? What will be the 
effect upon Churches when the British 
withdraw? Will Christ's followers, a 
minority group, be persecuted? 


These are sober questions to be pon- 
dered. India’s Christians find themselves 
today, in a precarious position. They 
are pleading for the prayers of their 
brethren in the United States. 
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It was announced in the first place 
that independence would be granted 
India about the middle of 1948. The date 
was later revised and set almost a year 
earlier. While I am working on this 
article, a press report comes to hand 
quoting Viceroy Admiral Mountbatten 
as saying that the time of withdrawal 
now has been placed ten months earlier 
than the original deadline, or “around 
August.” ° 








He is reposted to have spoken as fol- 
lows on June 4th, to 250 newspaper 
men: 


“I mean it sincerely when I say that 
power will be transferred as completely 
this year as it would have been by June, 
1948. The British will leave when they 
are told to leave. Maybe we shall all 
be out by the end of this year. Maybe 
some will stay a little longer. The 
British are here so long as we can: be 
of use. We may be put on boats and 
pushed out for all I know.” 


Then, evidently casting a glance in 
Russia’s direction, the Viceroy remarked: 
“I think it would be most improper for 
any foreign power to have bases in 
India.” 


Christians are faced with the factual 
situation of being completely outnum- 
bered by Hindus and Moslems.

If Mohandas K. Gandhi, whom I saw 
shortly before coming to America, could 
produce perhaps the most far-reaching 
revolution of history by human weapons 
of a spiritual nature, surely Christ's fol- 
lowers can expect the MIRACULOUS to 
be accomplished through prayer. 


Gandhi’s Mystical Power 


HE STORY of the “New India,” is 
the story of a man—Mahatma (which 
means “great soul”) Gandhi. 


Gandhi's home is at Wardha, but he 
sometimes comes to Delhi. On a recent 
visit, he stayed in the Sweeper Colony 
of low caste “untouchables,” about a 
mile from my home. It is evident that 
this gesture was designed to convey 
disregard for caste barriers. I noticed, 
however, that a new house had been 
built for him, in this section of the city, 
prior to arrival. 








I was a guest at one of his “prayer 
meetings” in Delhi—the type of gather- 
‘ing for which he has become noted 
throughout the world. Such meetings are 
characterized by lengthy seasons of 
Hindu worship, accompanied with offi- 
cial announcements on the part of the 
National Congress Party, of which he 
‘is the spiritual leader. 


Delhi is a city of historical importance. 
Here Queen Victoria was officially pro- 
claimed Empress of India seventy years 
ago. It is interesting that Viceroy Ad- 
miral Mountbatten, now engaged in 
liquidating British interests, should be 
a great-grandson of the famous Queen- 
Empress.

portance in the thinking of all Ameri- 
can comrades.

RACTICALLY ALL PARTY MEMBERS, 
sent from the United States to par- 
ticipate in the Spanish civil war, had to 
be smuggled out of the Country. They 
encountered no opposition from New 
Deal departments at Washington. 





Wisconsin comrades were equipped 
with fake passports obtained under 
aliases. My father-in-law’s apartment 
became the clearing house for this illegal 
practice. 


These were picked up daily by Doro- 
thy Hartman, alias Doris Berger, whom 
I later married — and whose conversion 
was ultimately responsible for my ac- 
ceptance of Christ and complete repudia- 
tion of Communism. 


Dorothy would deliver the passports to 
Party headquarters at Milwaukee, where 
they were assigned to those ordered to 
Spain. 


The enlistees were then sent to New 
York, where they embarked for France. 
There the Blum government gave them 
arms, after which they were smuggled 
through the Pyrenees Mountains under 
cover of darkness. Many never came 
back. 


Those who returned were made heroes 
at specially planned home comings. 
Elaborate parties were given them at 
New York. Here the most brazen ex- 





periences in sexual promiscuity, ever 
produced by human degeneracy, were 
publicly related. 


Under the influence of liquor, these 
returning soldiers of the revolution 
poured out to gleeful listeners, their un- 
speakable, barbaric adventures in 
Spain. 


They told of raids on convents, where 
every Nun would be repeatedly raped 
by alternating red beasts, until dead. 
Then their bodies would be piled high, 
like cordwood, in public places. After 
being swathed with oil, the torch was 
applied, and the stench of burning flesh 
became a sweet odor to the nostrils of 
these half-crazed Communists. 


Returning comrades told of their van- 
dalistic destruction of church property. 
Some displayed rosary beads and other 
ornaments, stolen from the bodies of 
Priests whom they had slain. Protes- 
tants, though fewer in number, suffered 
in proportion.

Such meetings were held behind care- 


fully guarded, closed doors. Only Party 
members were treated to these sadistic 
demonstrations, called “home comings.”

HEN DENNIS left for Spain, his posi- 

tion was filled by an oldtime revo- 
lutionist from Russia, who went under 
the name of Ned Sparks. 


This man remained in Wisconsin until 
the close of World War II... after which 
he was assigned to the Los Angeles area. 








Photographic reproduction of Kenneth Goff's membership book in the Com- 
munist Party ... made in the name of John Keats, the alias given him at the 
time he joined. It was signed by Eugene Dennis, who has just been found guilty 
of contempt of Congress and given a prison sentence. 
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Southern California is regarded by Mos- 
cow as being one of the most important 
parts of the Country, because the Holly 
wood branch is there. 


_ Lenin understood the propaganda 
value of films and this fact prompted 
him to say: “Of all the arts, the movies 
is for us.” 


Hollywood is a vital nerve center for 
the Communist program of the United 
States. The greatest single contribu- 
tion for carrying on the revolutionary 
struggle originates at that point. Com- 
munism and the motion picture industry 
grew to adulthood together in this part 
of the world. 


Time and again, I have sat in secret 
meetings where red strategy was being 
mapped, and observed exactly where 
and how Hollywood fitted into the proj- 
ects under consideration. 


Lenin gave specific orders that the 
American tentacle of the international 
Communist Party was to utilize the 
movies as a _ revolutionary weapon. 
These instructions have never been for- 
gotten. The “right people” have always 
been kept at the heart and core of the 
industry. 


Party membership is, of course, a se- 
cret. I was, for instance, a “Member-at- 
Large” — which meant that I was not 
obliged to disclose my connections with 
the movement to anyone except immedi- 
ate superior officers. Moreover, the 
system of assuming fictitious names, 
makes it difficult to ferret out Party af- 
filiations. 


BUT WE WERE TOLD THAT NEARLY 
A THIRD OF ALL ACTORS AND AC- 
TRESSES, HAD CONNECTIONS IN ONE 
WAY OR ANOTHER, WITH THE RED 
UNDERGROUND. 


The industry, as a whole, is dominated 
by three Russian-born families of Jewish 
nationality. The Screen Writer’s Guild, 
founded by a red, possesses sufficient 
power to shape the course of every 
movie produced. It is my information 
that nine of the twelve men who domin- 
ate this powerful unit, hold membership 
cards in the North American propa- 
ganda branch of the Communist Party.

I FEEL THE NECESSITY of digressing 
at this point, to invite the reader's at- 
tention to a section of a report filed with 
Congress by the Committee On Un- 
American Activities, June 6, 1947. 


The document was prepared by a sub- 
committee of the Committee, charged 
with investigating Communism in the 
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motion picture industry. After explain- 
ing that testimony was taken at Holly- 
wood and other places... and after dis- 
cussing some of the things that came to 
light, this group of Congressmen list 
seven conclusions as follows: 








“(1) That scores of screen writers who 
are Communists have infiltrated into the 
various studios and it has been through 
this medium that most of the Communist 
propaganda has been injected into the 
movies. These writers belong to the 
Screen Writers Guild, which has a 
membership of some 1,300, and which, 
according to the testimony of compe- 
tent witnesses, is under the complete 
domination of the Communist Party. 
These writers receive anywhere from 
$500 to $5,000 per week. 


(2) That some of the most flagrant 
Communist propaganda films were pro- 
duced as a result of White House pres- 
sure. 


“(3) That Communist screen writers, |. 


directors, and producers have employed 
subtle techniques in pictures, in glorify- 
ing the Communist system and degrad- 
ing our own system of Government and 
institutions. (The subcommittee was 
furnished with a complete list of all the 
pictures which have been produced in 
Hollywood in the past 8 years which 
contain Communist propaganda.) The 
committee was fortunate in having be- 
fore it a prominent and experienced 
screen writer and critic who analyzed 
these pictures from the standpoint of 
Communist propaganda and degrada- 
tion of American institutions. 


“(4) That the National Labor Relations 
Board has given great aid to the Com- 
munists in their efforts to infiltrate and 
control the motion picture industry. 





(5) That up until recently, there has 
been no concerted effort on the part of 
studio heads to remove the Communists 
from the industry, but that in fact they 
have been permitted to gain influence 
and power which has been reflected in 
the propaganda which they have been 
successful in injecting in numerous pic- 
tures which have been produced in the 
last 8 years. 


“(6) At the present time there is a re- 
bellion within the industry on the part of 
a number of top actors, directors, and 
producers who are refusing to play, di- 
rect, or produce pictures that contain 
Communist lines, or which were written 
by a well-known Communist, or in which 
well-known Communist actors have been 
given a role. 


(7) That the Communists have suc- 
ceeded in preventing certain good 
American pictures, which sought to 
glorify America and the American sys- 
tem, from being produced.” 


* * * 


HAVE NOT finished the inside story 

of Communist Party affiliation with 
the motion picture industry, and shall 
therefore return to this subject next 
month. 


Before concluding this article, I feel 
obligated to discuss what seems to me 
to be the ultimate source from which all 
Communist activity springs. I made this 
discovery quite unexpectedly while 
working inside the Party. It was like 
finding a magic key with which to un- 
lock a mystery chest. 


After our marriage, Mrs. Goff and I 
moved to her parent’s apartment house 
on the east side of Milwaukee. This led 
to a peculiar incident which I wish to 
relate. 


In the summer of 1937, an apartment 
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in my father-in-law’s house was va- 
cated. I obtained it for a Jewish com- 
rade friend, Leon Kaplan and his wife, 
He was at that time in charge of the 
Young Communist League for the State 
of Wisconsin. 


They proved themselves to be impos- 
sible tenants. They caused disturbances 
that irritated everybody in the building. 
What was worse, they insisted on break- 
ing the health rules of the city, thereby 
getting Mrs. Goff's father into difficulties 
with the authorities. 


Finally it became necessary to ask 
them to move. To my certain knowledge, 
the notice was courteously served. But 
Kaplan insisted on starting an argument. 
One word brought on another and my 
father-in-law used the appellation, “dirty 
Jew.” Blows were exchanged and Kap- 
lan got the bad end of the bargain. 


Another comrade by the name of Paul 
Herve, and I, viewed the entire disturb- 
ance. We refused to take sides. 


The following day, we were called 
before Fred Bassett Blair, the Milwaukee 
County Party Organizer, and subjected 
to some pretty rough treatment. We 
were accused of anti-Semitism for fail- 
ing (as Blair said) to “beat up” Mrs. 
Goff's father. We were given to under- 
stand that Jewish interests were to be 
put above everything else, without any 
questions being asked! 


I was comparatively new in the Party 
at that time and had a lot to learn. So 
then and there, I took a stand on a most 
sensitive question, where the logic was 
definitely on my side. But the audacity 
that I exercised was destined to eventual- 
ly bring me into bad graces with certain 
leaders. 


I asked plainly why it was that JEW-

Gentile being permitted to attend. I 
wanted to know what went on behind 
those closed doors. I inquired why 
negroes and other races were not per- 
mitted to hold such caucuses. 


The only answer I could get... was 
that IT HAD ALWAYS BEEN DONE. 


Just as Jewish groups within the Party, 
are granted this special privilege for 
the purpose of controlling local situa- 
tions, so also, the same racial power 
predominates throughout the red move- 
ment — from top to bottom. Every stu- 
dent of Communism, who goes to the 
heart of the issue, eventually makes this 
discovery. It is a fact that cannot be

I HAVE NO WAY of knowing how 
Major Robert H. Williams of the

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Army Intelligence gained access to the 
secret documents quoted in his amaz- 
ing report on the Jewish Anti-Defamation 
League. But I am in position to know 
that he is on solid ground. 


When he refers to this gestapo as pro- 
moting “THE WORLD COMMUNIST OF- 
FENSIVE,.” he is not engaging in a mere 
play upon words. He is dealing with 
something that every man and woman 
inside the Party thoroughly understands. 


On page 23 of his document, Major 
Williams says: 


“In my Intelligence research I had 
learned from documents and authentic 
excerpts from documents gathered from 
numerous sources, that the Russian Com- 
munist government was still under pow- 
erful Jewish influence: also Jewish sol- 
diers from Russia and Poland in the U. S. 
Army told me something of this power.” 


The Major has evidently done some 
careful checking on Louis Levine, na- 
tional chairman of the Jewish Council of 





Russian Relief. He says: 


“Levine paid an extended visit to 
Russia last summer and came back 
hysterical in his enthusiasm for the 
Soviet regime. He reported before an 
audience provided by, and I believe 
sponsored by, leading Jewish organiza- 
tions and publicists of Chicago. The 
heart of these group gatherings appears 
to be the Anti-Defamation League. 


“In an article in the November, 1946, 
issue of Soviet Russia Today, Levine 
wrote: ‘Special concern for the Jewish 
people has characterized the Soviet 
Union since its birth in the 1917 Revolu- 
tion. A week after tsarism was over- 
thrown, the infant Socialist government, 
headed by Lenin, legally abolished na- 
tional oppression, making it the first 
country in the world to declare anti- 
Semitism a crime . . . Every manifesta- 
tion of anti-Semitism was fought openly 
and sternly.’ 


“Levine then describes expansively 
his 6,000-mile trip inside the Soviet Union, 
going wherever and whenever he 
pleased without surveillance —a rare 
concession, made not even to our am- 
bassadors.” 


To economize on space, we shall skip 
over much that Major Williams says 
about Levine, and quote again farther 
down in the report. 
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“Levine wrote of meeting world-fam. 
ous Jewish surgeons, a Jewish general, 
and many other high government of- 
ficials_ of Jewish origin. 


“He went much stronger than that in 
Chicago, (on the 12th floor at 32 West 
Randolph Street) on the night of Oc. 
tober 30, 1946, saying that many of the 
high ranking government officials were 
Jewish, and explaining one of the de- 
vices which, I believe, has kept the 
Russian people themselves much in the 
dark as to the extent of Jewish control 


over them: Many of the Jewish officials ' 


‘did not look Jewish, but they spoke to 
me privately in Hebrew or Yiddish.’” 


Then the Major says something that 
I know to be one hundred per cent true: 


“THIS UNDOUBTEDLY IS THE REAL 
SECRET BEHIND THE IRON CURTAIN 
— THE POWER OF THE HIGHLY OR.- 
GANIZED, UTTERLY RUTHLESS MARX. 
IST WING OF RUSSIAN JEWRY.”

N= MONTH, I shall expose the hid- 

den forces and personalities respon- 
sible for Communist success in captur- 
ing Hollywood ... and a suggestive cure 
for the crime will be presented. 


I shall tell the circumstances under 
which I met Congressman Dies for the 
first time . . . how he received me... 
and why I was taken to Washington to 
testify before his Committee. 


I shall tell of attempts made on my 
life .. . explaining how I came to lose a 
limb just below the hip after incurring 
the ill will of certain Party members. 
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(John 11:47-53) 


MANY sinister faces looked upon Christ 

during His life. At His birth in 
Bethlehem of Judea the most sinister was 
that of Herod — envious and murderous. 
At the death of Jesus dark characters 
came into view. The blackness that sur- 
rounded the cross typifies the gloomy 
hatred of many who desired to destroy 
the Son of God. 


Of all these, whose face is the black- 
est? Certainly you will not find that face 
among the thoughtless mob that yelled 
their insults at the Son of God and de- 
manded His crucifixion. The worst char- 
acter was not Judas, as black and as bad 
as he was. The worst that can be said 
of him is that he was a devil-possessed 
man; the best — that he was a greedy, 
deluded opportunist. 


Neither is Pilate the blackest charac- 
ter, though today much effort is being 
made to fasten the full responsibility for 
the death of Christ upon him in order to 
direct attention from Christ’s own people, 
the Jews. Pilate was a vacillating, cow- 
ardly individual: he played the dirty 
political game with the Son of God. Fi- 
nally, however, he tried to release Him, 
and we shall later see the reason for his 
change of attitude. 


Nor is Herod the’ worst character at the 
cross. He was superstitious and fright- 
ened after he had killed John the Baptist 


and heard about the fame of Jesus. 
Jesus called Herod a fox: and in a foxy 
way he tried to make sport of the Son 
of God when Jesus was brought before 
him. 


Who then is the worst character at the 
cross? Unhesitatingly, I reply: Caia- 
phas, the Jewish High Priest. Without 
his murderous and religious trickery, 
there would have been no crucifixion. 
He railroaded Jesus to the cross. His was 
a cool and calculating attitude. He had 
no hot impulses such as swayed the 
mob: his was a planned and purposeful 
program of premeditated murder: He 
was not caught like some of the others 
in the rushing stream of events. 


Jesus came before him at the very be- 
ginning of the series of tragedies lead- 
ing up to His crucifixion, and Caiaphas 
ordered these events as far as it was 
humanly possible to order them. He 
started the rushing stream that swept 
multitudes into earthly prominence and 
eternal difficulty. 


1. CAIAPHAS WAS A SADDUCEE WHO 
WOULD NOT TOLERATE SUPER- 
NATURALISM IN RELIGION. 


We usually think of the Pharisees as 
being the chief group who were hostile 
to Jesus. The Gospel records tell us 
much about the Pharisees endeavoring 





to trap Jesus in His talk: and Jesus 
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had very few contacts with the Saddu- 
cees. for the simple reason that they 
were aristocrats and Jesus usually as- 
sociated with the common people. 


However, the Sadducees were materi- 
alists: they did not believe in the resur- 
rection, neither angel nor spirit. While 
they did not greatly oppose Jesus during 
His ministry, they watched His move- 
ments with cat-like stealthiness to see 
whether this wandering Carpenter who 
had become a Rabbi would really say 
or do anything which might limit their 
power over the people. When He did. 
they prepared to put Him away. 


CAIAPHAS REPRESENTATIVE OF 
MODERNISTS TODAY 


AIAPHAS was a Sadducee and an 
aristocrat. He was the son-in-law 
of Annas, one of the most crafty politi- 
cians in Israel, a political leader who 
had placed’ six of his family into the 
priesthood and Caiaphas, his son-in-law, 
was the seventh. The High Priest was 
representative of the “Professional Cler- 
gy” — the rationalistic Modernists of to- 
day who play into the hands of the en- 
emies of all decency and order. 


Modernistic Christianity, with its “pink 
tinge,” its tendency to coddle Commu- 
nism ahd to play with socialistic ideas 
are perhaps doing as much as any group 
in America to destroy our free institu- 
tions. These Modernists deny Christ's 
deity, His resurrection, and His return. 
They reduce everything to materialistic 
naturalism. Jesus said of the Sadducees 
of old that they were in error, “not know- 
ing the Scriptures nor the power of God:” 
and the modernists are in the same error 
today and are blind to their own lack 
of understanding. 


Jesus declared clearly to Caiaphas that 
He was the Son of God. In rank unbelief 
and official authoritativeness and ar- 
rogance, the High Priest immediately 
charged Christ with blasphemy. There

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HE TRUMAN ADMINISTRATION has 

been rocked to its foundations by the 
labor reform bill. The President is in 
an unfortunate position. His friends are 
worried. Democrat Party Leaders from 
all parts of the Nation, except certain 
large eastern cities, are sending pessi- 
mistic reports into Washington. 


All political eyes are focused upon 
the 1948 Presidential race ... and all 
political ears are to the ground.

No one in Washington is so naive 
as to think this article, written by the 
President's closest political advisor, 
could have been published without full 
knowledge and approval of the party 
high command. It contains a terrific 
build-up for Dewey and Vandenberg. . . 
and seeks to push Taft into the back- 
ground. 





T= DEEPEST WOUND sustained by 

the President in the labor reform bill 
fight, came through one of his White 
House assistants—the mysterious David 
K. Niles, whose real name is Neyhaus. 


Mr. Truman has been repeatedly 
warned against keeping this “Rasputin 
of Roosevelt Administration” in his inner 
circle ... but to no avail. It is there- 
fore assumed that pressure in Niles’ 
favor must be very great. He is reported 
to deal in dirt. Dismissal would con- 
ceivably be accompanied by revelations

A nationally read magazine carried 
an article about him five years ago, 
saying that “he does all kinds of jobs 
which are not supposed to be talked 
about.” 


Niles is the son of Asher and Sophie 
Berlusky Neyhaus, both born in Russia. 


In 1929 he was an official of Amkino, 
the American Soviet film distributing 
agency for Soviet motion pictures. 


In 1931 he was one of the group who 
sponsored the so-called Conference of 
Progressives—left-wingers assembled at 
Washington to blaze the trail for the 
new deal. 


In 1931 he was arrested for; red ac- 
tivities among strikers at the textile 
strike in Lawrence, Massachusetts. g 


In 1934 he was a member of the board 
of directors of the American-Russian 
Institute, the purpose being to coordi- 
nate Communist propaganda in North 
America. 


In 1936 he was associated with Adolph 
A. Berle, Jr. and Elmer Davis, in creating 
the American Labor Party, of which the 
notorious Marcantonio is a representa- 
tive in Congress. ¥ 


In 1941 he was a member of the Inter- 
national Relief Association, described as 
“a Communist division of the Third In- 
ternational or Comintern.” 


He has also worked with Carol Weiss 
King, Jewess attorney for Gerhart Eisle:, 
Stalin’s big brain in the Western Hem- 
isphere the last seven years. 


When three Gospel Ministers recently 
called at the White House to interview 
the President on a matter of importance, 
Niles refused to grant them admission. 
One of the Preachers, Reverend Law- 
rence Reilly, later wrote: 


“As we entered, the first thing ob- 
served, was that Niles had his feet on 
top of a luxurious desk, puffing away 
at a cigarette.” 


His official title is, “Administrative As- 
sistant to the President.”

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O DAYS AFTER the House and 

Senate voted to override Mr. Tru- 

man’s veto, the following press dispatch 
went out from Washington: 


“Congressional circles heard today 
that Truman Administration officials al- 
ready are telling labor union bosses that 
they can sabotage the new Taft-Hartley 
labor law, without fear of federal action. 


“It was reported that David K. Niles, 
administrative assistant to President Tru- 
man, has told CIO officials in Detroit 
that they can discard the provisions of 
the new law and that the Administration 
will ‘go along.’ Members of Congress 
also heard that union officials have been 
told the Supreme Court will ‘take care 
of the situation’.” 

At approximately the same time, the 
Chicago Tribune published a sizzling ed- 
itorial entitled “SABOTAGING THE LA- 
BOR LAW.” which contained this charge: 


“Truman, in his message vetoing the 
bill, contended that the law would be 
incapable of meeting a national paraly- 
sis strike. To prove his contention, his 
agents are helping to foment such a 
strike and are sabotaging the law of the 
land which they are sworn to uphold.”

BUCKET DROPPED into a well, some- 

times stirs up mud. The controversy 
resulting from enactment of the labor re- 
form bill has brought many things to the 
surface. 


Insiders here are telling of an advance 
visit by John Lewis to Senator Taft, for 
the purpose of warning him against car- 
rying out the mandate of the people on 
the labor front. The gentleman from 
Ohio is said to have listened quietly and 
courteously ... after which he permitted 
himself to be guided solely by the dic- 
tates of conscience. 


Thereupon, Lewis contacted Thomas 
Dewey with similar advice, who re- 
mained discreetly silent. Harold Stas- 
sen called on Mr. Dewey in Albany, at 
approximately the same time, and as- 
sumed @ similar Sphinx-like attitude. 


Marcantonio of New York put the com- 
plete text of Lee Pressman’s lengthy at- 
tack upon the Tatft-Hartley bill in the 
Congressional Record, thereby entailing 
a heavy printing bill for the taxpayers. 


Analysts find similarity of language 
between Pressman’s statement and Mr. 
Truman’s veto message. 


Marcantonio was the only member of 
the House of Representatives to vote 
against prosecuting Stalin’s man Eisler 
on February 8th, this year. Pressman is 
legal counsel for the CIO and follows the 
Communist Party line with regularity. 
His wife is an employee in the Soviet 
embassy at Washington — under the 
name of Sophia Platnick.

Stalin-Molotoff insolence, in hurling 
insults at the American people, except 
that the kings of the Kremlin believe our 
Country to be in a hopelessly weakened 
and depraved state. 











They evidently feel that in the event 
of war, their fellow conspirators will be 
able to build a fire behind our armed 
forces through sabotage and propaganda 
in the United States.

The ominous missive came immediate- 
ly after the Committee On Un-American 
Activities, of which both men are mem- 
bers, had exposed the group sponsoring 
the Henry Wallace rally at Washington, 
as a Communist front organization. 


The Jewish angle was further projected 
into the mystery by the fact ... that 
members of this race have, for years, 
spearheaded opposition to the Commit- 
tee in Congress. 


According to the message, Mr. Thomas 
was marked for assassination in June 

. . and Mr. Rankin in July. The threat 
said in part:

The letter also included this attempt 
at poetry: 


“My little butterball 
“You're due for a fall 
“Sometime in June 
“There will be a boom.” 


The FBI is known to have started work 
on the case even before public announce- 
ment of the threat was made. 


ED PREACHERS, who prostitute their 

pulpits in disseminating left-wing 
propaganda ... thereby Sovietizing the 
State through the Church are being 
checked. 





Expressions of approval greeted the 
recent removal of Rev. Stephen Frich- 
man as editor of the “Christian Register” 
— official organ of the Unitarian denom- 
ination, published at Boston. He denied, 
however, being a member of the Com- 
munist Party. 


Southern Baptist Pastors, opposed to 
Dr. Louie Newton's tolerant attitude to- 
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ward Communism, were by no means 
alone in their disappointment that he 
should have been reelected President of 
Southern Baptist Convention this year. 
Many leaders, in the national govern- 
ment, feel the same way. 


Newton was Stalin’s guest at the 
Kremlin last year. Returning home, he 
said: “The Baptists stand for the same 
thing as the Russian government — re- 
nouncement of, and resistance to, coer- 
cion in matters of belief. Religiously we 
should regard Russia as our great ally.” 


Writing in a weekly magazine of na- 
tional circulation, June 9, 1947, J. Edgar 
Hoover, stated: 


“The Churches of America also are 
threatened by Communism. Ministers of 
the Gospel desecrate their faith when 
they describe themselves as ‘Christian 
Communists,’ and call for the overthrow 
of the ‘Economic Oligarchy:’ when they 
say ‘Communism is a religion...’ and 
‘Religion is not so much about God, but 
about the nature of the world.’ 


“The Churches of America should ce- 
member that the Communists’ protesta- 
tion of freedom of religion is a camou- 
flage for their true thoughts. Lenin 
taught: “We must combat religion—this 
is the ABC of all materialism, and con- 
sequently Marxism.’ ‘Down with reli- 
gion!’ ‘Long live atheism!’ ‘The dissem- 
ination of atheist views is our chief 
task’.” 





Gap JOHN RANKIN, Representative 
from the State of Mississippi, in a 
recent address before Congress: 


“The one agency that has done the 
white people of the District of Columbia 
more harm and has probably done the 
Negroes more injury than any other, is 
the Jewish-owned ‘Washington Post’ 
which is continually trying to stir up 
race trouble... 


“If they keep up their drive until 
they cause a race riot in the District of 
Columbia, the ‘Post’ may reap the wrath 
of an outraged public.

It is doing its own 
(Jewish) people more harm than good 
and stirring up trouble for the white 
Gentiles of the District, without doing the 
people of the rest of the Country any 
good.” 





EORGE E. SOKOLSKY, columnist, is 
putting wild Walter Winchell in his 
place. Newspaper editors who continue 
publishing Winchell’s material discredit 
themselves as slaves of the Anti-Defama- 
tion League.

and then began the long and bloody 
march to Calvary with slow measured 
step, marked with unspeakable brutality, 
bickering, lies and trickery. 


Il. CAIAPHAS PLOTTED THE DEATH OF 
JESUS BECAUSE HE HAD INTER- 
FERED WITH THE GRAFTING RELI- 
GIOUS BUSINESS OF THE TEMPLE. 


We have not imagined as vividly as 
we ought that temple scene, when Jesus 
cleansed the house of God after His 40- 
called “triumphal entry” into Jerusalem. 
It is so calmly told in the Gospels that 
we have failed to visualize the flushed 
and wrathy countenance of Jesus, and 
the bared muscular arm of the Car- 
penter of Nazareth with His scourge of 
knotted cords which He swung with 
such ferocity and effectiveness. 


What havoc He wrought. Mark 11: 
15-18 gives us the vivid picture of this 
dramatic occasion. It tells how He drove 
out the cattle and probably brought the 
» scourge of cords down upon the shoul- 
ders of the grafting money changers. In 
His wrath He upset the tables of the 
money changers, and their coins went 
rolling all over the temple floor with the 
people grasping at them and the money 
changers snarling and cursing to get 
their ill-gotten gains back into their 
money bags again. 


He cleaned the corridors of the temple 
single-handed amid the snarls of the 
grafters and the loud plaudits of the 
people, many of whom had travelled 
from the corners of the civilized world 
to worship the true and living God only 
to be robbed by those who pretended to 
be helpers in the worship ceremony. 


Jesus, humanly speaking, sealed His 
doom on that occasion; He doubtless 
knew the effect. He wasn’t a time server, 
however. He never did the smart thing: 
He did the right thing, regardless of the 
cost. 


We know definitely today that Annas 
and Caiaphas were growing rich through 
the taxes they levied on the people. 
Josephus records that twenty thousand 
priests ministered in the temple, and al- 
though some of them served for only a 
week a year, they got a year’s salary. 
As controllers of the temple market, An- 
nas and Caiaphas raked in millions of 
shekels, determining the rate of exchange 


. until their, avarice, corruption, gluttony, 


oppression and vicious luxury were a 
byword among the people. 


Jesus could not be indifferent to this 
robbery of the poor and devout, and He 
wreaked His wrath upon it. 





The wrath of the leaders knew no 
bounds and Caiaphas who had coolly 
and calculatingly declared that Jesus 
must die, saying “that one man should 
die for the people, and that the whole 
nation perish not,” set himself to bring 
Jesus to the cross. 


Christ had laid His hand upon Caia- 
phas’ money lust. “He must die, but His 
blood must not be upon me,” is the 
High Priest's thought. “He must not be 
stoned to death according to the Jewish 
manner of capital punishment. He must 
die, but it will be a Roman death and 
Pilate will do the job.” 


Ill. CAIAPHAS RESOLVED TO MURDER 
CHRIST TO KEEP HIS OWN POWER 
AND PROGRAM OPERATING. 


Judas now comes on the scene. He 
betrays his Lord for thirty pieces of sil- 
ver. Christ is captured by the temple 
police in the Garden of Gethsemane in 
the early hours of the morning and 
brought before the High Priest. 


Plainly the whole program was weil 
worked out without the possibility of a 
cog slipping. Have you ever wondered 
why the Sanhedran was awake, assem- 
bled and ready for the trial before the 
sun had risen? They could not have 
gotten together at that hour had they 
not been prepared and promised that 
Jesus would be there. 


Caiaphas knew that the rank and file 
of the Jewish people loved Jesus and 
would protect Him and they would bring 
into disrepute any man that laid his 
hands upon their Leader and Friend. 
Caiaphas knew, however, that if the 
Roman soldiers killed Him, then his 
trickery would go unpunished and that 
which he desired next to the death of 
Jesus was to stir up the hatred of the 
people against Rome. When their be- 
loved Leader was nailed to a Roman 
cross that hatred would grow. 


CHARGES BROUGHT AGAINST 
JESUS 


[THREE charges were brought against 

Jesus in His appearance before Caia- 
phas and the Sanhedran: First, He was 
accused of threatening to destroy the 
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Temple; second, they accused Him of 
blasphemy in that He claimed to be the 
Son of God: and third, they charged Him 
with stirring up the people against 
Caesar. 


The first charge backfired in the face 
of the High Priest because he had 
brought in false witnesses who disagreed 
among themselves, and for a moment 
it appeared that Caiaphas was to be 
defeated in chagrin. He couldn’t make 
a destructive revolutionist out of Jesus. 
He was not interested in the third charge: 
that He stirred up the people against 
Caesar; that could be brought as an ac- 
cusation to Pilate. So he tried the sec- 
ond accusation. The High Priest very 
solemnly said to Jesus: “I adjure thee 
by the living God, that thou tell us 
whether thou be the Christ, the Son of 
God.” 


“Jesus saith unto him, Thou hast said.” 


The answer is not evasive but a sol- 
emn form of saying, “What you have 
said, that I am: I am the Son of God.” 


Caiaphas clearly understood Him, and 
his unregenerate heart leaped for he 
knew now that he could bring the charge 
of blasphemy against Jesus. He rose 
from his judgment seat and with mock 
piety rent his white high-priestly cloak 
and looking with a smirk of self-satisfac- 
tion upon the Sanhedran said, “What 
further need have we of witnesses? Be- 
hold, now ye have heard His blasphemy. 
What think ye?” They (the Sanhedran) 
answered, “He is guilty of death.” Then 
followed the indignities. 


Here is the true issue concerning 
Christ’s death: He said He was the Christ, 
the Son of God. Caiaphas denied this 
and said that He was a blasphemer. If 
Christ was not the Son of God, He was 
a blasphemer. However, Caiaphas, in 
your blindness you condemned yourseif 
— not Jesus, but you are the blasphemer, 
for in the presence of the Son of God you 
had not eyes to see His deity. 


The third charge against Jesus was 
brought before Pilate —that He stirred 
up the people against Caesar. 


We all know about Pilate — an ambi- 
tious young Roman governor who was 
making his way rapidly in the political 
world. Tradition tells us he was up to 
his ears in debt to Caiaphas, which is 
typical, for Caiaphas was probably the 
“Shylock” of his day, a typical Jaco- 
bean money lender. The plot thickens. 
Everything had been fixed with Pilate. 
He was to be ready to hear the charge 
and bring condemnation and turn his 
soldiers loose upon the innocent victim. 
Else why was Pilate dressed and in the 
Praetorium at 6 o’clock in the morning 
on Passover? 


Passover was a holy day when no 
trial could take place. Pilate would

never antagonize the Jews by any blas- 
phemous act; neither would the Jews 
defile themselves by going into a Roman 
courtroom after they had been cleansed 
for the Passover. Caiaphas was more 
clever than we think: he wanted history 
to point to the fact that it was the Romans 
in secret session and the Romans alone 
who condemned and killed Jesus. 


It is apparent that Pilate knew little 
of Jesus. Undoubtedly he had heard of 
this itinerant Rabbi and some of the 
foolish ideas that had been spread about 
Him: that He was a king. There were 
multitudes, however, who claimed that 
they were Messias. Rome had a good 
grip upon the Palestinean situation and 
tolerated a lot of fanaticism: but when the 
crisis was dropped hot on Pilate’s hands, 
he called Jesus aside and asked Him, 
“Art thou the King of the Jews?” The 
High Priest had undoubtedly arranged 
for the Roman governor to put Christ to 
death and told him that this man was a 
real threat to the authority of Caesar and 
charged Him with treason. 


PLANS CHANGED 


APPARENTLY Pilate was ready to rail- 
road Jesus to the cross when sud- 
denly his whole attitude changed and 
he sought to release Jesus. Now what 
had happened? Matthew 27:19 tells us: 
While the governor was in the midst of 
the trial with all of its dignity, a messen- 
ger with a note from his wife appeared. 
Obviously it is an urgent message: 
“Have thou nothing to do with that just 
man; for I have suffered many things 
this day in a dream because of him.” 
Immediately Pilate’s attitude changed. 


Why should his wife be so troubled 
that she should make such an urgent 
plea interrupting the solemn court ses- 
sion? Was this prisoner a divine being 
after all? Was Pilate playing with the 
life of a god? The Romans believed in 
gods and in incarnations of them. The 
governor takes Jesus aside and questions 
Him seriously. “Whence art thou?” he 
asks. Jesus replies that while He is a 
King, for the present His kingdom is a 
spiritual one. An agitated Pilate comes 
out to the Jews and pleads for this Man, 
even scourging Him, thinking that He 
might elicit some pity from the stirred-up 
mob, declaring that he found no fault 
in Him, and seeking to release Him in- 
stead of Barabbas. But the crowd calls 
for Barabbas. 


Then in desperation Pilate asks, “What 
shall I do then with Jesus, which is called 
Christ?” And the mob shouts, “Away 
with Him, crucify Him.” When Pilate 
washes his hands, saying that he is in- 
nocent of the blood of this just Person, 
the people cry, “His blood be on us, 
and on our children.” 


When Pilate sought the release of 





Jesus, Caiaphas had the mob ready to 
cry, “If thou release this man, thou art 
not Caesar’s friend. Everyone that mak- 
eth himself a king speaketh against Cae- 
sar.” Poor Pilate was beaten: there was 
nothing for him to do but send Jesus off 
to the cross and endeavor to wash the 
blood off his hands. He has one little 
last act of ironical revenge. He personal- 
ly prepares the inscription to be placed 
on the cross over the head of the dying 
Son of God. It was this: “This is Jesus 
of Nazareth, the King of the Jews. The 
leaders protested and said, “No, no, Pi- 
late, not that. Say that He said He was 
the King of the Jews.” 


I seem to see the hard, tense face of 
the governor, his eyes flashing with the 
last protest of a beaten man as he 
looks into the hated faces of the leaders 
and says, “What I have written I have 
written; it stays!” Little did he realize 
that all the world would read the story 
and that all the world would know that 
the Man that they crucified between two 
thieves was the Son of God and Israel's 
King. 

Caiaphas realized the scheme had 
worked perfectly. The charge of blas- 
phemy had stirred up the Jews. The 
charge of sedition had forced the Ro- 
mans to act. The High Priest had the 
blood of the man he hated; yet his gar- 
ments were clean and only the rough 
hands of the Roman soldiers were 
stained with Jesus’ blood. “Here,” he 
said, “is the perfect crime.” And Caia- 
phas went back to his religious grafting 
with a soul filled with satisfaction. 


IV. CONCLUSION — THE BLACKEST 
CHARACTER. 


We must go back to the trial scene 
before Caiaphas and the Sanhedran: 
Caiaphas’ question, “Art thou the Son of 
God?” has Jesus’ reverent answer. Had 
Caiaphas been a true High Priest he 
would have bowed in adoration. Peter 
did and said, “Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God.” Thomas said, 
“My Lord and my God.” 


Had Caiaphas bowed, the Jewish na- 
tion would have believed and the course 
of history would have been changed. 
The Kingdom of God would have come 
upon earth long ago, and much of the 
world’s suffering would never have been. 
Caigphas would have been one of the 
brightest stars in the firmament of his- 
tory—the first Jewish Leader to acknowl- 
edge his Messiah and King. 


The nations have followed in his foot- 
steps and at this very time are denying 
the Son of God. While the world needs 
the Saviour, the cry is: We have no king 
but Caesar... and with all that goes 
with Caesar. In a negative way they 
are saying: Away with Jesus — crucify 
Him. 
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ARL BROWDER is quoted as saying 

that he has eight thousand repre- 

sentatives, secret emissaries, occupying 
American pulpits at the present time. 


When Stalin recently published his list 
of principal supporters in the United 
States, which included Wallace, Einstein, 
Pepper and others, he placed the name 
of an Episcopal rector in New York at 
the top. 


There is a radical, left-wing organiza- 
tion, a self-propagating oligarchy, power- 
fully organized and financed, that pro- 
fesses to speak with authority for Prot- 
estantism in this part of the world. It 
calls itself the Federal Council of Church- 
es of Christ in America. 


This organization is controlled by a 
handful of men who promote a constant 
propaganda bombardment, carrying the 
Church further and further from is his- 
torical and evangelical mooring. They 
use Christian terminology as a cloak for 
radicalism. 


Their official pronouncements, over a 
period of years, have contained attacks 
upon such traditional doctrines as free 
enterprise, the profit 
motive and private 
ownership. They have 
even gone so far as to 
advocate free love and 
companionate mar- 
riage. They have been 
severely criticized by 
the Navy Intelligence 
for activities favorable 
to Russia. 


Modernism is their 
religion. The left-wing 
theologian and the left- 
wing politician have 
much in common. It is 
but a short step trom 
Modernism to Commu- 
nism, and many take it. 
The writer of this article 
does not believe the 
Federal Council organ 
ization to have been of 
Christian origin. 

Gerhart Eisler is the 
name of the man who 
was recently exposed 
by the Committee On 
Un-American Activities, 
as the big brain, guid- 
ing genius and official 
representative of the 





Red Propaganda In The Churches 
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Moscow Comintern in the United States. 
He has since been indicted, convicted 
and sentenced to prison. 


In the interim, after Eisler’s arrest, and 
before trial at Washington, his wife 
toured the Country, speaking at public 
meetings, creating sentiment and taking 
up collections for defense purposes. It 
was shocking to note, that some of her 
meetings were held in Modernist Church- 
es. At Minneapolis, Minnesota, for in- 
stance, she was welcomed into a com- 
manding Methodist pulpit. 


Think of it! The wife of Stalin’s per- 
sonal representative—a criminal con- 
spirator against the United States govern- 
ment, standing in an American pulpit, 
pleading in his behalf! 


In the Scriptures we read such phrases 
as “Satan in the synagogue,” “damna- 
ble heresies,” “wolves in sheep's cloth- 
ing.” “spiritual wickedness in high 
places” and “a form of godliness deny- 
ing the power thereof.” 


Gerhart Eisler’s cause defended in 
apostate pulpits, is an index to the fact 
that the State, is these days being Soviet- 














ized, in no small measure, through the 
Church. 


In the light of these disclosures .. . 
What should be the attitude of Bible- 
believing Christians? Shall faithful fol- 
lowers of Christ, allow this state of affairs 
to continue, without protest? Do they 
dare to remain silent? 


Or, should they organize for the pur- 
pose of putting safeguards around their 
respective congregations ... realizing 
that in union there is strength? 


But true believers need to face the 
stubborn fact that the left-wing forces are 
deeply entrenched. They are like ter- 
mites, gnawing at the foundations of both 
Church and State. They attained great 
power while good people remained 
asleep at the switch. They will not re- 
lease their grip without a_ struggle. 
Strong medicine will be required to cure 
the disease.

fit Washington 





A CERTAIN CITIZEN of Arlington, di- 
rectly adjacent to Washington, has 
three occupations—that of being an ex- 
army captain, an employee of the State 
Department, and an “Alcoholic.” 


While working at his job of being 
an “alcoholic” he struck and killed Miss 
Kathryn Bailey, sister of Mrs. Joanne 
Jewell, while she stood in the safety 
zone of a bus stop at 38th and Penn- 
sylvania Avenue, S. E., on February 
ll, 1947. 


He and his five companions in the 
car had worked so hard at being Al- 
coholics, that when they were brought 
back to the scene of the accident, they 
had to be told what they had done. 


Knowing that they were going to work 
at being Alcoholics for the evening, they 
did not hesitate to ride in a car which 
had no brakes and a defective steering 
wheel. At the coroner’s inquest, the 
driver’s blood test showed a high per- 
centage of alcohol, which became “ex- 





hibit one.” Not wanting to lose any 
time at his job of being an Alcoholic, 
he had a bottle of whiskey in his pocket 
which became “exhibit two.” He was 
held on a charge of manslaughter, jailed 
for eight hours, then released on bail. 


Realizing the Capital Transit bus dri- 
ver and his three passengers were 
sober, dependable and very angry wit- 
nesses, he did not risk a jury trial, but 
pleaded guilty and threw himself on the 
mercy of the court. 


The decision has been handed down 
—"Case dismissed.” 


All the counts against, Mr. “Alcoholic” 
wiped from the dockets. 


So far as we know, he did not re- 
ceive a cash award for the performance 
of his duties, as an Alcoholic. 


This is an example of District of 
Columbia justice when liquor is involved 
in the case.

His current conspiracy to 
blacken the name of Representative 
Jones of Ohio, whose nomination to the 
Federal Communications Commission 
yesterday was unanimously approved 
by the Senate Commerce Contmittee, 
was a particularly vicious one. 


Pearson had obvious motives for op- 
posing the nomination, inasmuch as he 
is a member of a group trying to get 
control of a valuable radio license in 
Baltimore which the FCC had the power 
to give him. He confessed before the 
Senate Committee that he thought Jones 
would act unfavorably on his applica- 
tion. 


Through his column and on the radio 
he launched a campaign of libel against 
Jones, asserting that the Ohio represen- 
tative had been a member of the Black 
Legion, a sort of revival of the Ku Klux 
Klan which flourished in Michigan and 
Ohio some years ago. As a matter of 
fact. Jones had fought the Black Legion 
and as a county prosecutor waged a 
long and successful fight to extradite 
one of its leaders on a charge of mur- 
der. 


When Pearson was required to pro- 
duce proof of his allegations, he brought 
three witnesses before the Senate. One 
was a former inmate of an insane asy- 
lum, who had been committed there 
for homicidal tendencies. The second 
was so senile that he could not remem- 
ber how he got to Washington the day 
before he appeared as a witness. He 
had served a jail term as a prejurer. 
The third, a CIO official and political 
opponent of Jones, was a confessed 
forger. 


No court would give the /slightest 
weight to the testimony of any one of 
the three. No reputable newspaper re- 
porter would think of basing a news 
story on their authority. Pearson not only 
hunted them up in Ohio and had them 
brought to Washington, but also put one 
of them on his radio program. The wit- 
ness, the former insane asylum inmate, 
couldn’t remember what he said on the 
radio except that he had read a state- 
ment given him by Pearson. 





And His Lies 


Jones has announced that he will take 
action against Pearson. The Senate 
may also wish to have him prosecuted 
for perjury and the presentation of per- 
juring witnesses. 


Pearson, however, has involved others 
than himself and his immediate agents. 
He has involved all those who have 
lent newspaper or radio facilities to the 
dissemination of his lies. These persons 
can hardly plead that they were caught 
unawares in this case. The Blue network 
and the hat manufacturer who spon- 
sored his program knew that he was a 
liar when they put him on the air. 


The same goes for the newspapers 
who print his column. They cannot es- 
cape responsibility for his falsehoods. 
As their lawyers will advise them, they 
have a legal responsibility, but they 
likewise have a moral responsibility.

Job 1:8, 2:7-10, 42:1-5, 
James 5:11 
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(;OLDEN TEXT: “Thou therefore 
"endure hardness, as a good sol- 
dier of Jesus Christ.” II Timothy

I. “THERE IS NONE LIKE HIM.” The 
book of Job is the oldest piece of litera- 
ture in existence. It deals with the prob- 
lem of pain. It shows how to suffer tri- 
umphantly. Job was a patient sufferer. 
He typifies the child of God in trouble. 


The world in which we live is no 
friend to grace. Good people live in an 
unfriendly environment. This thought is 
not pleasant. But Christians are faced 
with a factual situation. It is necessary 
to know how to suffer gracefully, vic- 
toriously. : 


The book of Job is an historical docu- 
ment. It deals with a real person and 
actual events. It is autobiography. In- 
ternal evidence brackets him in the pa- 
triarchal period. References to manners, 
customs, conditions and the length of 
Job’s life—are patriarchal. 


The earliest form of idolatry, worship 
of heavenly bodies, is described in the 
book. Riches are reckoned in terms of 
cattle. As head of the family, Job offi- 
ciated in religious matters. He lived 
after the deluge because the event is 
described in Job 22:14-17. He lived before 
the Abrahamic priesthood. He was a 
patriarch. 


Job was the greatest man of his gen- 
eration, the most righteous person of 
his period. Satan therefore sought his 
downfall. 


Il. “SATAN SMOTE JOB.” Job origi- 
nally possessed health, wealth, comfort, 
esteem and good reputation. His exis- 
tence was pleasant, placid and prosper- 
ous. 


Then a villian entered the orbit of his 
life. He was overtaken by great calam- 
ities, reduced to poverty, forsaken, dis- 
honored, despised and diseased. He 
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cursed the day of his birth and sighed 
for death. 


Last, and bitterest trial of all, his wife, 
who should have been sweetly sympa- 
thetic and helpful, turned against him. 
She told him to curse God and die. Job 
reproved her, saying she was a foolish 
woman not to understand that into every 
life must come evil as well as good. 


He was mystified by his experiences. 
Could he have seen with spiritual eyes, 
into the heavenlies, the ordeal would 
have been less perplexing. He would 
have understood that Satan was moving 
behind the scenes, setting in motion op- 
position forces against him. “For we 
wrestle not against flesh and blood, but 
against principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the darkness of this 
world, against spiritual wickedness in 
high places.” Ephesians 6:12. 


Ill. “THE LORD IS VERY PITIFUL.” 
Job’s integrity was under constant at- 
tack. Satan, the “false accuser of the 
brethren,” sneered at his piety. Bound- 
aries were fixed in which Satan could 
work. The evil one is powerful, but not 
all powerful. The integrity of the patri- 
arch was under constant attack. This 
was in the permissive will of God. 


Virtue can be genuine only when test- 
ed. Integrity can be demonstrated only 
when under the pressure of temptation. 


Job, was deeply hurt by the succes- 
sive blows rained upon him. Bui he stood 
every test. True, his flesh quivered, but 
his heart attitude remained fixed. Ad- 
versity drove him closer to God. He 
threw himself upon the arms of omnipo- 
tence. His trials show that good people 
often suffer unjustly. 


Adversity does not prove guilt. Pros- 
perity does not prove virtue. Suffering 
endured through reliance upon prayer, 
disciplines the child of God, builds soul 
muscle and thereby becomes a blessing 
in disguise.

WISDOM TO BE DESIRED 


Proverbs 1:1-5, 3:13-18, 9:9-10, 
James 1:5. 

















OLDEN TEXT: “Wisdom is the 
principal thing; therefore get 
wisdom: and with ail thy getting 
get understanding.” Proverbs 4:7. 


I. “A WISE MAN WILL HEAR.” Solo- 
mon is credited with writing the Pro- 
verbs. The book contains priceless gems 
of thought. But alas! Solomon personally 
fell below his ideals. 


Said Shakespeare: “It is a good divine 
(preacher) that follows his own instruc- 
tions. It were easier to tell twenty what 
were good to be done, than to be one 
of the twenty to follow our own teach- 
inn” 5 

The book of Proverbs contains admoni- 
tion, instruction and inspiration to help 
every person live correctly in all human 
relationships. Many businessmen read 
a portion each morning to help them 
start the day right. A fool said there 
was nothing to the Proverbs... and 
a sage replied, “Try to write some!” 


The term “wisdom,” as used by Solo- 
mon, is that divine science by which 
one is able to discover the best end, 
and pursue it by the right means. “In- 
struction” is the teaching that discovers 
wisdom in its many phases. 


A Christian man suddenly found him- 
self in a responsible position for which 
he had no previous training. The ad- 
vancement came because leaders of the 
firm knew him to be thoroughly honest. 


Being a man of prayer, he sought the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit to make up 
for his lack of knowledge in connection 
with the work ... taking James 1:5 as 
a DAILY BASIS OF PRAYER: “If any of 
you lack wisdom, let him ask of God, 
that giveth to all men liberally, and up- 
braideth not; and it shall be given him.” 


This man was eminently successful 
in his profession and attributed the tri- 
umph to answered prayer. He became 
a partaker of wisdom from above. 
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II. “MORE PRECIOUS THAN RUBIES.” 
Solomon compares wisdom to a ruby, 
the most valuable of precious stones. 
Wisdom is also a “pearl of great price.” 
John Wesley wrote: 








To purest joys she all invites, 

Chaste, holy, spiritual delights; 

Happy the man that finds the grace, 

The blessing of God’s chosen race; 

The wisdom coming from above, 

The faith that sweetly works by love. 

“The fear of the Lord is the beginning 

of wisdom.” That is, reverence for God 
places one in parallel with truth. This 
attitude of heart and mind, conditions 
a@ person to receive wisdom for making 
all decisions, both large and small... 
and provides mental alertness in solving 
the problems of life. ,

I. “INSTRUCTION OF THY FATHER.” 


The home, school and church are Ameri- 
ca’s three greatest institutions. Of these, 
the first is most important. Sound train- 
ing of children. during formative years 
is the surest foundation for a good life. 


Henry Grady, the southern statesman, 
told of being thrilled to the depths of his 
soul, the first time he visited Washing- 
ton, D. C. He had lived in anticipation 
of seeing the Capitol building, that 
stands like a towering giant at the end 
of Pennsylvania Avenue. He stood gaz- 
ing at the dome a long time. With tears 
running down his cheeks, he repeated 
several times, the words, “So this is 
the HOME of the Nation.” 


Some time later, returning to Georgia, 
he had occasion to spend a night in 
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a humble planter’s cottage on a cotton 
plantation. Before retiring, the father 
called his family together, and in the 
flickering light of a candle, read the 
Scriptures—after ‘which the group knelt 
for prayer. 


Grady was deeply moved and later 
said: “I was mistaken about the home 
of the Nation being in Washington. That 
pile of marble, magnificent as it is, is 
NOT the home of the Nation, but the 
home of the Nation is found in the dug- 
out, the planter’s home, the cabin, the 
cottage and everywhere where they 
teach children to honor the Word of God.” 


Il. “TRAIN UP A CHILD.” Happy is the 
child that enjoys the advantages of a 
godly home. From such training came 
Lincoln, who said, “All that I am or 
ever hope to be, I owe to my angel 
mother.” And Louis Pasteur, who placed 
upon the house of his birth a plaque 
inscribed with these words: “O my 
father and mother, who lived so simply 
in this tiny house, it is to you that I 
owe everything! Your eager enthusiasm, 
my mother, you passed on into my life. 
And you, my father, whose life and 
trade were so toilsome, you taught me 
what patience can accomplish.” 


Young children are responsive to 
spiritual impressions because faith is 
natural to them. But they are also open 
to temptations and without correct train- 
ing soon become susceptible to all kinds 
of evil. They require moral shelter the 
same as physical shelter.

PURITY OF HEART AND 
LIFE 


Proverbs 2:23 to 5:4, 31:10-12, 
James 1:13-15. 























OLDEN TEXT: “Keep thy heart 
with all digilence; for out of it 
are the issues of life.” 


I. “THE ISSUES OF LIFE.” Man is a 
triune being— body, soul and spirit. 
Personality is embodied in spirit. The 
soul is a shadow of the spirit. The physi- 
cal body is a shadow of the shadow. 








The core and final essence of person- 
ality is the spiritual heart. From this 
center flows the issues of life. 


Contact with the Holy Spirit produces 
A CHANGE OF HEART. Man thereby 
undergoes interior reconstruction and be- 
comes stamped with the moral image 
of Christ. Eternal life thus imparted to 
the believer produces a new creature, 
a “new creation” in Christ Jesus. 


Christ, in the throne room of the soul, 
gives instructions to the inner forces that 
dominate the personality. Then the hu- 
man body becomes “the temple of the 
Holy Ghost which is in you, which ye 
have of God... For ye are bought 
with a price: therefore glorify God in 
your body, and in your spirit, which 
are God's.” 


Il. “PONDER THE PATH OF THY 
FEET.” Only a clean heart can assure 
clean conduct. Spiritual traits are re- 
flected in physical living. Men live from 
the INNER toward the OUTER. It is the 
inner life that counts! 


The story is told of a cat who knew 
when its owner got converted. Prior to 
conversion, the man would invariably 
kick the cat as he stepped off the back 
porch. The habit was broken when 
Christ came into his life. 


Sam Jones, the noted Evangelist, told 
of drinking water being polluted by a 
dog swimming up near the place where 
the spring emerged from the mountain 
side. He said: “Let the sin be removed 
from the heart, and the waters of daily 
living will flow with purity.” 


Ill. “PERVERSE LIPS PUT FAR FROM 
THEE.” In all the catalogue of sin, foul 
language promises the least recompense 
to those who indulge. Profanity reflects 
badly upon the user. It suggests bad 
breeding and lack of normal vocabu- 


lary. 


Obscenity is even worse, for it is more 
than a careless habit, and springs from 
deliberate wickedness. It is a curse that 
sticks in the mind of the hearer—do 
what one will to blot it out! The foul- 
mouthed person is the bane of society, 
the producer of many crimes, a criminal 
that will feel the heat of God’s anger.

ADVICE AGAINST STRONG 
DRINK 


Proverbs 20:1, 23:19-21. 
Eccles. 10:17. 























OLDEN TEXT: “Be not drunk 

with wine, wherein is excess; 
but be filled with the Spirit.”’ Ephe- 
sians 5:18. , 


I. “WINE IS A MOCKER.” Alcohol is 
a narcotic. It has certain useful purposes 
but these do not include personal con- 
sumption through drink. “I can take it 
or leave it alone,” is the proud boast that 
points the path to a toper’s grave and 
a drunkard’s disgrace. It does not leave 
him alone! 


The arguments for drink are insidious. 
It is called a stimulant. Men and women 
are advised to use it for tonic purposes. 
It is said to give spice to social contacts, 
for “it is always fair weather when good 
fellows get together.” But in reality, it 
is a narcotic—deadening body functions, 
slowing mental processes, killing moral 
and spiritual values. The term “intoxi- 
cant” means a “poison” and if taken 
in sufficient quantities will cause death. 


One who permits himself to be de- 
ceived by specious promises of liquor 
manufacturers, although clothed in 
colors of modern advertising, and 
couched in expressive language, is a 
fool. “Whosoever is deceived thereby is 
not wise.” “It biteth like a serpent and 
stingeth like an adder.” 


The first hurt of a serpent bite is 


small, compared with the terrible suf- |. 


fering that follows as its venom courses 
through the veins. 


Il. “STRONG DRINK IS RAGING.” 
Solomon explains the effect of liquor 
upon those who indulge. “Who hath 
woe? who hath sorrow? who hath con- 
tentions? who hath babbling? who hath 
wounds without cause? who hath red- 
ness of eyes?” 
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Could human language describe more 
perfectly the state of the liquor slave?

OLDEN TEXT: “Prove all 

things; hold fast that which is 

good. Abstain from all appearance 
of evil.” I Thessalonians 5:21-22. 


I. “BIND THEM ABOUT THY NECK.” 
Solomon uses this figure of speech to 
convey the necessity of embodying 
“mercy and truth” in the human soul. 
He suggests that these qualities, en- 
graved in the heart will appear on the 
surface as beautiful adornments. 





“Mercy and truth are twin virtues in- 
separable in the life of a Christian. One 
without the other could conceivably 
cause suffering. Mercy might speak lies 
in order to do good... or truth work- 
ing alone reveal a fact that could un- 
necessarily hurt another. God has joined 
the two together, and they should not 
be separated. 


“KB false balance is abomination to the 
Lord.” The writer of this exposition saw 
a church official lay his thumb on the 
scales when weighing meat purchases 
at the market. Can I be criticized for 
thinking “hypocrite,” when I later saw 
him officiating at the Lord’s table? The 
few cents he got for his thumb cost him 
my confidence.
